This school ought to be established 
in the center of the greatest agricul­ 
tural activity in the county because 
the students, in studying 
dairying 
and animal husbandry, must neces­ 
sarily make excursions to neighbor­ 
ing creameries and farms to 
study 
how dairy products are manufactured 
and to judge stock. 
At West Salem 
are 
located 
the 
second 
largest 
creamery in the state and several of 
the 
most 
scientifically 
managed 
dairy farms in Wisconsin. According 
to the 1905 Wisconsin census report, 
the total valuation of cattle for the 
town of Hamilton, which 
includes | 
West Salem, was $86,208, as opposed 
to $49,796 for both Bangor and On­ 
alaska, or nearly twice as much for 
West Salem as for both her competi­ 
tors for this school. 
The report also 
showed that it had a long lead over 
both rival towns in nearly all 
farm 
products. 
According to this same re­ 
port, 11,201 acres or nearly one-half 
of the land of the town of Bangor, 
and 9,112 acres or about one-third of 
the land of the town of Onalaska, is 
either unimproved 
or waste 
land. 
These are startling figures, especial­ 
ly when one 
considers 
that these 
towns are striving to secure the agri­ 
cultural school, which needs fertile 
experimental ground 
and 
a 
good 
farming community. 
West Salem is 
unquestionably 
superior 
to either 
Bangor or Onalaska as a farming 
center. 
People from Onalaska urge in fa­ 
vor of their town its excellent rail­ 
road facilities. 
Let us analyze these 
transportation facilities. Three rail­ 
roads enter the 
town— the 
Green 
Bay, the Burlington 
and the North- 
Western. 
The green Bay can hardly ; 
be considered as a 
separate road,! 
because It travels on the Northwest- j 
em tracks. 
Furthermore, no one | 
ever rides on the Green Bay unless; 
they have missed the last passenger 
train or accommodation freight on 
the Northwestern line. 
The Green 
Bay Is a road, which hauls only light 
freight of a nonperishable 
nature. 
The people of Onalaska need never 
think 
that 
agricultural 
students 
would travel 
to 
Onalaska on the 
Green Bay road if there w’ere any 
other means of transportation. 
On 
the other hand 
the 
Burlington, 
which follows the bank of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, skirts only the ex­ 
treme western edge of the county and 
would therefore accommodate very 
few students, who might care to at­ 
tend the agricultural school. 
The 
only railroad 
entering 
Onalaska, 
which passes centrally through La 
Crosse county and could thus accom­ 
modate a large number of students is 
the 
Northwestern. 
Yet this same 
Northwestern with exactly the same 
trains which go through Onalaska 
also passes through West Salem. The 
only other railroad, 
which passes 
centrally through the county, the 
Chicago. Milwaukee 
St. Paul, does 
not touch at Onalaska. Yet, this road 
which has seven passenger trains 
Mid mail trains a day, does touch at 
West Salem. 
Which then has the 
better railway facilities, Onalaska or 
West Salem. 
It has been asserted by some peo­ 
ple, who do not want to see the 
school established at West Salem, j 
that West Salem will be unable to 
furnish ten acres of land for the 
school, which It promised because 
this land which Is a part of the old 
fair grounds belongs to La Crosse 
county and legal obstacles would 
stand in the way of its transference. 
Let me brand this story at once as 
maliciously false. 
The fair grounds 
do not belong to La Crosse county. 
They are the property of the La 
Crosse Agricultural society, w’hich 
recently decided by an overwhelming 
majority vote to sell them and grant­ 
ed an option on ten acres of the land 
to the people of West 
Salem, who 
have already raised a fund sufficient 
for the purchase.

During the 
last few years we have learned to 
award public offices and honors ac­ 
cording to merit, the greatest offices 
and honors going to those, who most 
deserve them regardless of size or 
age. 
No one will question that the 
county asylum, which is situated at 
West Salem has been a brilliant sue*- 
cess. 
Located as it is on rich black 
soil. Superintendent Gulllckson de­ 
clares that the asylum farm Is one 
of the largest sources of income of 
the asylum. 
Furthermore, the land 
sinfe its purchase has increased four 
or five fold in value. 
This benefit 
redounds to the county. On the oth­ 
er hand, the county poor farm, which 
is located south of La Crosse, on poor 
sandy soil, similar to that at Onalas­ 
ka, has always been
